jSXB fin c o n n e c tlohr with the J&ffQTLB operation (KX& 55807 , J August 
1961 ). Bow it appear*, however, that there is rather UKOCU. employee 
assigned to this office, Karl XUEZHDZWT (BCMA^Oll, 5 September 1961). 
Bo amplification has yet been forthcoming as to whether he was assigned 
with the o tailor idea that the operation would be furthered by hie asslgz 
aent and consequent bloving, and if so how. — 1 date typed " | date ospatcheI 
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c. With regard to KLEDIDIIHST, JMTO^told C. ID recently 
that he vas as UPHILLer .. vho "had been a Soviet POW alon g with UJDRUO 
and apparently la a fairly good friend" (SM ^6011, 5 September 1961 ). 
Thorough search of our files, however, failed to turn up any Indication 
that UJDKUG ever been in Soviet custody. He vas arrested by the 
Americans after World War II and held for sane time but ve can find no 
record of any Soviet captivity. Was §KUHZSjin error? 

d. According to BQMA. 55007, 7 August l? 6 l, .UJTMJO is wanted in 
France as a Xrlegsverbrecher and for this reason refused to make a 
nesting which the BIS v anted to set up In Paris for sometime .. this 
summer. However, according to EGMA 45916, 12 Bov ember 1959, lUJBKUG 
is also wanted as a Kriegsverbrecher in Austria but this did not play 
any role apparently in the decision to meet jthe.lilS. in Vienna in 
September. Has UJDHUG more to fear from the French than the Austrians 
or Is there some other explanation for this discrepancy in reaction? 

3 . Additionally, the following points occur tow: 

UJDBON has been providing protective surveillance for UJKWST' s ' 
operations for some time. However, there is no indication that he was - 
utilised by UJDRCWST in Borne in September i 960 . Is there any significance 
to. this omission? 

b . U PHILL ' s statement to us in March 1961 (BGMA 54020, 13 March 1961 ) 
was that UPHILL "recently had ocne into contact with a' source" who turned 
out to be Karl Heins WICHODIL. However, a separate 11 pH I t.T. statement 
indicated that UJDBOM had made 12 trips to Berlin In . connection vlth Pall ■?. 
Banana since October 1959 (J®HI 6432, 5 July I 961 ). , Since the first, 
reports, emanating from WICHODIL were given to KUBAHK for evaluation lu'-;.v. 
-March 1961 , there remains the question of vhat part UJUHUM played during 
the earlier phases of the operation . 0 

c. We note that at the time of the Bone Olympics, news articles appeared 
which spelled out the degree of cooperation between the German and the 
American Intelligence components with regard to operations against 
Olympic circles. The It a l i a n s prodded UF&LiX representatives concerning W i 
who in UPHILL could have been the leak.'f; The latter could have been a lot 
of people, Including UJDBOWSY.
